SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The DVD entitled Wrong Turn is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 16 years. 

The DVD contains a feature previously examined in 35mm film format by the Office of 
Film and Literature Classification. The film was classified as "Objectionable except if 
the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 
16 years" and given the descriptive note "Contains horror scenes. Contains violence". 
That decision was registered on 15 October 2003. 

The DVD contains a feature and a number of additional components including four 
'featurettes' on the making of the feature, some out takes, and an extended scene. 

The dominant effect of the additional material on the DVD is of promotional and 
background material for the feature which has a serious and informative tone. The 
additional material does not require alteration to the classification from that given to the 
35mm film. 
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
